Within. a few months Russia 
could mobilise two other armies of equal 
numbers. Although quite the hsif of these 
troops are necessary to keep in subjection 
newly-conquered, provinces and to garrison 
the: chief fortresses, yet at least 300,000 
men, with a strong contingent of cavalry 
and artillery, could be used to reinforce the 
two armics now in the field; while the 
losses oocasioned by fickness and -death 
would be filled up by the “ Gossudarst 
wennojé: Opoltechenje”—an element of very 
doubtful military valu, 

‘With respect’ to the qualifications of the 
Russian troops, they diminish yery percep- 
tibly the farther east one goes (with the 
exception of the Caucasus army), and that 
not only as regards the intelligence and 
training of the soldiets, but the excellence 
of the offcers, and’ even the quality of the 
uniforms and arms, Among -the generale 
there are only a few who enjoy any reputa- 
tion for superior excellence, and not one 
who possesses tho full confidence of the 
army, The want of serious study, the 
protection exercised, and the rapid promo- 


The Grand Duke Nicholas Nicolajewitch 
senior is considered one of the most talent. 
ed generals, but, like all the members of 
the Imperial family, he is vot.a favourite 
in the army, ‘The discipline’ among the 
generals and all the ay pet officers leaves 
much to be desired, and one cause of thie 
defeot is the mutual hatred of the ‘nation- 
slities, especially of the Solaves, to the 
Germans, who, out of the ten highest posts, 
possess nine, and show. their contempt of 
the Russians by not even ‘learning their 
language ; yet on account of their Conser- 
vative opinions they are protected by the 
Court; Further, the mutual dislike of the 
Great Russians and the more talented 
Little Russians, avd finally the distrust of 
all Russians to the Poles and their contempt 
of the Tartars increase the evil. Even in 
the other grades of officers. great want of 
discipline prevails, owing to the false prin- 
ciples of advancement, which many 
colonels. oily serve twelve to fourteen years, 
but the majora and-<: a 
generally between thirty and forty years, 
and also to political diepues. It we add to 
this the well-known obaracteristic of all 
Sclaves, thatevery superio; behaves in an ar- 
rogant and brutal manner to hie inferiora, 
and thus the young inex;orienced colonels 
treat old officers grown grey in the service 
in the moat offensive way:; and, moreover, 
if we consider the frightful demorslisation 
among the higher classes, who furnished 
the largest contingent to the bands of .con- 
spiratora and criminals in the late monster 
trials; and the ceaseless’ activity: ofthe 
Paneclavists, it is easily conosivable that in 
the Russian corps of officers the discipline 
is serlously aff-cted, and g ferment in exist- 
ence that may-lead to the overthrow of the 
present state of things, A 
The so. iat and political work’ of decom- 
position does not yet extend to the under 
officers and soldiers, who are well: discip- 
lined. The frequent excesses, produced by 
the quarrelaom--ness of the Russians and 
the immoderate use of spitia, have but 
Httle effeot‘on the discipline . The attempt 
to replace brandy. by tes, as fn the marches 
through the deserts to Khiva, will certainly 
not succged in the impending war, but may 
possibly lead to favoorab'e results in some 
fey dases,.

THE BECHE-DE-MER. | 


On the reefs of the Southern Ocean is] 


found a kind of sea-slug termed the Beche- 
de-met. There are os many as 16 species 
found in Fiji alone, and known 
group by the generio name of Dri (pronounced 
Endree ;) and this word we will continue to 
use throughout this article, as being shorter 
and more definite than the French term. It 
was thd French who first came across the 
mollusk in China; and in,that country it is 
held in great esteem, and commands a very 
high price, £200°a ton being paid for the 
best sorts, The mandarins and the porce- 
Jain makers cannot do without their favorite | 
dish of dri soup; and even in Paris it is 
coming into use; and in Melbourne hecho- 
de-mer is by no means.an uncoramon dish. 
‘When cotton came down in Fiji from four 
shillings to one-shilling-a pound, many a 
planter, not knowing what clso to do, turned 
to, dri-fishing; but several yenrs ago the 
i 70 to £70 a ton, and the 
inferior sorts became unsaledble. . Some 
Chinamen say the fall was in consequence of 
the death of their Emperor, and while in 
mourning for him iG year) they were obliged 
to give up their favorite soup; hence the 
fall, “But some whites say that the Europeans 
in Sydney bought inferior dri, and shipped 
it to China direct on their own account in a 
leaky ship; and the dri was all spoiled ; the 
merohanis lost heavily, and refused to have 
anything more todo with the article; and 
the Chinamen.have the trade in their hands 
and give what they like, and the price in 
China still remains the same. However, it 
pays to fish for the two best sorts, the tit- 
fish and the black fish, which are now (1876) 
worth from £60 to £70's ton in Leyuka—t0 
or 14 cormn-bagfuls making aton. The first 
thing required in. dri-fishing is a good boat 
from.26 to 30 feet, long, with. plenty. of- 
beam; then a dri station is settled on—an 
island, or on the coast close to the big reéfs, 
as may be. The next thing is to got 30 or 
-girls-and boys, and curiously enough tho 
girls are the better fishers and divers by far. 
‘At half-tide, all hands sot sail off to the reefs, 
Sometimes you fish the day, sometimes the 
night tides, according to the sort of fish you 
are getting and the stage of the moon, the 
tit-fish being a day fish, and the black-oul: 
coming out at night, When the tide is 
nearly low, you -put your laborers on the 
reof, ‘and anchor, yourself ino deep spot. 
The water onthe reef ia from six inches to 
three ‘or four feet deep,. according to the 
mioon and the’ state of the tide;‘and your 
laborers walk about and pick-up the fish 


stick, Sometimes a sbark comes up, looki 
for'a tidbit, when he is pelted off. Ifa blac! 
one, (the most dangerous,) it is hard to make 
him go} and if the water is deep, (three or 
four fect,) they generally sing out forthe boat. 
You generally remain. with the boat, _ Some- 
times you go overboard and fish for yourself; 
but three”hours in three, feot of water is'cold 
work, and if not acctistomed to it one is apt to 
catch cold, The laborers pick up shell-fish 
orabs, ete., for themselves: At tho end of 
two of threo hours the tide begins to. make 
fast ; the boat is poled on the reof, and you 
ick up your fishers dnd start for home, 
fter measuring the “take” in order to pay: 
our fishers, the fish “is placed in large 
flers,: After’ being on the boil for half an 
hour they-are done, taken up, a stick driven 
through them-to clean and knock the water 
out, and are then taken to the smooking= 
house, where they are put on large frames 
‘of reeds over a slow- smoky fire, These 
frames are technically called vatas; and 
they are left on the lower vata about thtee 
days, and then removed to the upper, where 
they are left sight or ten days longer. They- 
are by that time smoked hard and dry, then 
sorted carefully, (one improperly dried dak 
will injure the rest,) aud put in bags for 
sale, — Chambers Journal, :
